velt from serving a ilfe sentence at 
Fort Leavenworth tor killing a sol­ 
dier in Porto Rico, has arrived home 
and first called on Isaac Stephenson. 
whom lie thanked for using his in­ 
fluence in securing his pardon 
In 
speaking of his confinement in Fort 
Leavenworth Mr. La Duke said: 
“ I saw Frank (I. Bigelow of Mil­ 
waukee for the first time on July 4. 
After that time I saw him almost ev­ 
ery day, and we became friends, both 
being from Wisconsin. 
W e frequent­ 
ly exchanged newspapers from home. 
“When 
Mr. Bigelow first entered 
the prison he showed the effects of 
his experience, but since that time he 


has improved wonderfully in health 
and he seems now to be iii perfect 
physical condition. 
He is fat 
and 
healthy and is taking his prison sen­ 
tence in a philosophical way. 
He is 
acting as a timekeeper and a book­ 
keeper, doing the work that he is best 
fitted for." 
In speaking of the shooting, which 
occurred in a saloon iii the city of 
Ponce, Porto Rico, La Duke said:

I am not proud, by any means, of 
j the unfortunate shooting of a United 
(States regular, and I regret the in­ 
cident.
